DIDN’T MEAN TO SHOOT 


Mrs. Schrader, His Companion 
Who Shielded Him Four 
Days, Testifies. 





Dr. Engelbert Voerster Jr., charged 
with manslaughter in the fourth de- 
gree, gave expert testimony in his own 
behalf in Judge Muench’s ‘court Wednes- 
day. He took the stand after Mrs. Jo- 
hanna 8. Schrader, a handsome blonde 
widow, had told how, after the shoot- 
ing of Reese Bell, she and Dr. Voerster 
sat in the defendant’s office for five 
hours, both too horrified to speak. 

Dr. Voerster is charged with man- 
slaughter in the fourth degree. Argu- 


}mentg began at 2 p. m., with the pros- 


pect that the case wowd go to the jury 
before the end of the afternoon. 

Dr. Voerster, after saying Belt had 
threatened him, testified: 

‘I drew my revolver, which was in 
its leather holster, and I used it as a 
club, holding it by the handle. With 
the end of the barrel I struck the man. 


Didn’t Mean to Shoot. 
“I was as much surprised as anyone 


when the revolver went off. I did not 
mean to shoot him.” 

“How do you account for the fact 
that there were no powder burns?” 
asked Assistant Circuit Attorney New- 
ton. As a medical and surgical expert, 
how would you explain it?’ 

“To me it is very clear,’’ said Dr. 
Voerster.. “‘The muzzle of the weapon 
was resting on very soft tissue, proba- 
bly on the eyelid. In such cases, ac- 
cording to my observation, the bullet, 
powder, wad and everything, would ‘go 
right. on through without spreading: 
The soft tisstte “would” fét “Sffer suffi- ; 


of powder.” 

On cross-examination Dr. 
was. again asked: - 

' “Did you mean to shoot that man:” 

“Well,” he said, “I did not mean to 
kill him.’’ 

The revolver in its holster was intro- 
duced in evidence. The end of the hol- 
ster was completely worn away so that 
the barrel protruded, and there was a 
hole Which looked as though it had been 
worn or cut at the trigger guard. 

Mrs. Schrader gave a graphic descrip. | 
tion of the killing. 

Describes Tragedy. 

“On the night of the shooting,’’ Mrs. 
Schrader testified, ‘‘Dr. Voerster and I 
had been visiting Dr. and Mrs. Dudley 
at’ 1125- Dolman street. We left there 
about 2 o’clock Sunday morning. With 
us were Mr. and Mrs. "W. B. Jenney of 
4236A West Belle place. 

“We were all standing at Dolman 
street and‘Chouteau avenue when a man 
and a,woman and several ctiildren came 
east on Chouteau avenue, 

“The man was walking about ten feet 
ahead of the woman. Naturally we 
looked at them, but none of us said any- 
thing. As the man plissed he turned on 
his heel and put his face almost against 
Dr. Voerster’s. ‘Take a good look at 
me and you'll know me when you see 
me again,’ he sald. 

“Then he walked on.* Dr. Voerster 
turned to us and said: “That man is 
drunk. He ought to be arrested.’ The 
woman overheard this. She cried out: 
‘Drunk? Arrested? Come back here, 
papa.’ ’’ P 

Says Bell Made Threat.

Parker was 52 years old, and one’ of 
the best known real estate men in St.

Parker is survived by his widow, Mrs.

Hopes to Cross. Ocean. 

Count Zeppelin is one of the most 
noted and most successful of German 
aeronauts. For 12 years he has studied 
the problems of aerial navigation, and 
he has exhausted his personal fortune 
in building airships. He confidently ex- : 
pects to live to see trips made regularly 
through the air from Berlin to the 
‘United States apd London, although he 
is now 70 years old. 

Count Zeppelin's airships have all beeh 
on the same general model—a cylindrical 
alMiminum body, pointed at the ends,’ 
and covered with stretched hempern, 
cloth, , iniside which separate gas bags 
are placed. Rudders,made of linen 
stretched on strong frames and at- 
tached at the sides so as to be adjust- 
j able to any angle afford a leverage for 
elevating or depressing the machine and 
for guiding it. The steering gear and 
passenger basket is ors the cylin- 
der.

Rumble of Hoodlum Wagon 
Will Herald Choicest Pro- 
duct of Capt. Pickel’s Art. 





Excise Commisgioner Mulvihill 
Wednesday announced a grand icebox 
sale. He has no icebaxes to sell, but 
he says the breweries which have been 
supplying furniture and beer to “lia” 
clubs will have a large number of ice- 
boxes and other chéap furniture on 
their hands. 

“They'll have plenty of iceboxes turned 
back to them in the next few days,” 
said Mr. Mulvihill, as he checked up 
the seventh of the brewery agents who 
have called and promised that their 
firms would be ‘‘good’’ since his fero- 
cious threat to withhold 600 or more li- 
censes. 

“And they'll have cold feet before 
they get those iceboxea off their bands,” 
he added. 


Agents Promise to Be Good. 


“They came tumbling in,” said the 
Commissioner, descriving the visit of 
the seven brewery ayxents. “They begged 
me not to take unfavorable action on 
any of their saloons until they had had 
time to take their scuff out of the lid 
clubs that they have fitted up in the 
Fifth Police District, in North St. Louis. 

“I told them they would have to sat- 
isfy Capt. Pickel that they had done as 
ordered, and: that I would accept only 
a report from him 
compliance. 

“The brewers admit the charge that 
they supplied the clubs, after pledging 
themselves not to do so. But they 
say that if they don’t supply the clubs, 
breweries outside St. Louis will do 80; 
that the clubs have to exist. ¢ 


No Fun to Belong, Then. 


“E told them not to worry about that. 
Any lid .club which gets its supplies 
from a brewery outside St. Louis will 
hear the rumble of the hoodlum wagon 
so often that it will be no fun to be- 
long.”’ 

Mr. Mulvihill was asked whether he 
would, as he indicated in his interview 
in Tuesday’s Post-Dispatch, withhold a 
license from a man whose money was 
invested in a saloofi, and whose record 
was good, because an offending brewery 
had an interest in the place. 


That Makes Him Chuckle. 


The commissioner almost chuckled. 

“T knew what I was doing when I 
made that statement,”’ he sald. “I knew 
the breweries. would have to come to 
terms. The only iUcenses I will withhold 
as punishment to breweries will be in 
cases where the saloon, from cellar to 
roof, including the alleged proprietor, 
is the property of a brewery. 

“T am not so unfair as to injure an 
innocent man for another’s offense. 
What I said was for a purpose.” What 
Mr. Mulvihill said ‘luesday was that, 
in such a case, the saloon keeper would 
be the ‘‘victim of circumstances” and 
that the breweries created the circum- 
stances.

NEW YORK, July 1.—President Roose- 


velt, according to a report apparently 
based on inside information, has negoti- 
ated for the land, or part of it, owned by 
the Union Theological Seminary on Park 
Avenue, between Sixty-ninth and Seven- 
tieth streets, on which to erect a city 
home. ‘If he buys tke property he will 
begin to tear down the buildings on it 
after the November elections, so that the 
erection of a mansion may be begun in 
the spring. This will be one of the hand- 
somest private residences in the city. 
The land and old buildings are worth 
$1,000,000 according to real. estate ex- 
perts. The plot extends over the en- 
tire block, Sixty-ninth to Seventieth 
street, and is 210 feet in depth. It was 





| ‘learned on good authority that two 


years ago, while Secretary Elihu Root 
was erecting his $500,000 house at Sev- 
enty-first street and Park avenue, 
President Roosevelt began to look 
about for a location nearby where he 
might live after he had left the White 
House. The announcement was made 
about this time that the seminary was 
going to move in 1908 to a site running 
from 120th to 122d street, just east of 
Riverside Drive. 
Deal a Secret. 

Although President Roosevelt had been 
considered the prospective purchaser 
ever since that time by the seminary 
officials, his name had never been men- 
tioned. In fact, the utmost secrecy 
has bem, maintained, and will be until 
after the fall election. 

When John Crosby Brown, president 
f the seminary, and a member of Brown 
Bros., .bankers,' 59 Wall street, was in- 
terviewed by a Post-Dispatch reporter, 
he said enigmatically: “The property 


jis not for sale.” 


But he would not listen to the ques- 
tion as to whether President Roosevelt 
had already purchased it. 

Clinton B. Price, the treasurer of the 
Seminary, admitted that the property 
was to pass from the control of the 
seminary association. When questioned 
about the statement from Washington, 
he said it would be bad business to talk 
about prospective plans, and that all in- 
formation regarding President Roosevelt 
had better come from Washington. 

Brother-in.law Agent. 

Douglas Robinson, President Roose- 
velt’s brother-in-law, is the real estate 
He refused 
to discuss the disposal of the property, 
and referred the reporter to Mr. Brown. 

Just why President Roosevelt is buy- 
ing so expensive a plot is unknown. 
It involves tearing down a fine three- 
story academic structure, running the 
length of the block; and six four-story 
residences occupy ing a 60-fooet strip back 
of the seminary and facing on Sixty- 
ninth and Seventieth streets. These 
buildings alone are valued at over half 
a niillion dollars. But it is asserted 
that President Roosevelt wished to have 
a “roomy” house near his friend, Sec- 
retary Root. It was also said that he 
might occupy only, a part of the plot 
and sell the rest.

Nomination. 
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MANAGER IN. DENVER 





Lynch Opens the Minnesotan’s 
Headquarters—Gray Claims 
the Victory. 





DENVER, Colo., July 1.—Today’s 
principal event in connection with the 


forthcoming Democratic National Con- 
vention was the arrival of Frederick B. 
Lynch ‘of Minnesota, manager of the 
presidential boom of Gov. John A. John- 
son. A reservation of quarters at the 
Albany Hotel was made several weeks 
ago by/’Mr. Lynch, and an extensive 
suite of rooms has been prepared for 
him and his staff. 

The announcement of Mr. Lynch’s ar- 
rival caused a renewal of the discussion 
of the possible nomination of the Gov- 
ernor for Vice-President, rather than 
for the presidency. 

The opinion was: expressed on all 
hands, privately even by the supporters 
of Gov. Johnson, that he would not ac- 
cept the second place, even if it should 
be tendered to him. 


Bryan Men Oppose Johnson. 


The discussion of the Minnesota Gov- 
ernor’s chance for the vice-presidency, 
while quite general among the unin- 
formed, was not indulged in seriously by 
those who were in accordance With the 
inner Bryan circles. They did not ac- 
cept his name with favor and it may 
be announced even thus far in advance 
of the meeting of the convention that 
the Minnesota man will not be Mr. Bry- 
an’s running mate in t'> event of the 
Nebraskan’s nomination. 

Mr. Bryah’s most intimate friends and 
most steadfast supporters are quite de- 
termined on that point. 
not openly criticise Mr. Johnson’s can- 
didacy, they are. very 
pleased with the fact that he entered 
the race, and it is even intimated that 
Mr. Bryan himself would not favorably 
consider the Johnson 
Vice-President. 

n the other hand it is known that 
Judge Gray of Delaware would be in ev- 
ery way acceptable to Mr. Bryan asthe 
candidate for second place. and the po- 
sition is generally conceded to him if he 
will accept it. His conservatism is not 
a bar, but rather a help to his candi- 
dacy. 

Parallels Chicago Situation, 


It is conceded that Judge Gray is not 
a candidate for second place, but the 
contention is persistently made that if 
the nomination should be tendered him 
he would not refuse it. It is known that 
he found his work in the Senate thor- 
oughly congenial, and those familiar 
with his disposition say that he would 
prefer the vice-presidency to his work 
on the bench. 

If the nomination does not go to Judge 
Gray, New York will probably claim 
it, if the New York delegation can unite 
upon a’ candidate. In other words, the 
situation with reference to the vijce- 
presidency in the Denver Convention 
now parallels the vice-presidential sit- 
uation in the Chicago Convention previ- 
ous to thé nomination of Mr. Sherman. 
As in Chicago, the difficulty may be tn 
uniting upon an available candidate. 

The developments hav ready prac- 
tically eliminated Lieu t-Governor 
Chanler from the contes r. Bryan’s 
friends are not favorably inclined to him 
because they are doubtful as to wheth- 
er his position on the tariff would place 
him in accord wth Mr. Bryan. 

There has been renewed discusston of 
the name of Representative Francis 
Burton Harrison of New York and John 
B. Stanchfield of Elmyra, N. Y. The 
confidence manifested by the New York- 
ers in speaking of Mr. Stanchfleld fs the 
bést evidence of their belief that if he 
should be brought forward as a candi- 
date he would not only unite the New 
York delegation, but would command 
the immediate support of Mr. Bryan's 
closest following. Mr. Stanchfleld is one 
of Mr. Bryan’s old friends in the East, 
and while ranked as a conservative, he 
gave the Nebraskan his loPal support in 
his campaigns of 1896 and 1900. 

Josiah Marvel of Wilmington, Del., the 
manager of the Gray presidential cam- 
paign, when informed of the sentiment 
regarding Judge Gray as a candidate 
for Vice-President sald: 

“We don’t know anything about that. 
It does not concern us. Judge Gray is a 
candidate for President and he is going 
to be nominated. We are running him 
for President and for nothing else. 

Wants First Place Only. 

“The people out here,”’ it was sug- 
gested, “are running him for Vice- 
Predident and it is generally believed 
Mr. Bryan favors him for second place 
on the ticket.” 

“There is not a man in the country 
who could be placed at the head of the 
Democratic ticket,’’ said Mr. Marvel, 


i‘“who would not like to have Judge 


Gray for a runnihg ‘mate. We know 
all about that; but we are not ‘consider- 
ing him in the light of anything but for 
first place, nor must anybody else so 
consider him. If they do, they are wast- 
ing their time.” 

When asked how much strength he ex- 


pected his candidate to show on the first 


ballot, Mr. Marvel said: 
“He will get all of Delaware, all of

Even Intimate Associates Did|— 
Not Know What His 
Profession VA 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 1—Dr. 
William H. Wilson, who died last Fri- 
day evening after taking a swallow from 
a bottle of poisoned ale which he be- 
lieved had been sent him to sample for 
medicinal purposes, was the victim of 
a man whose wife died five-or six weeks 


ago following an operation by Dr. Wil- 
son. It is the belief of detectives at 
work on the case that the wife on her 
deathbed confessed to her husband that 
Wilson was to biame. 

Coroner’s detectives today asserted 
that they knew the man who printed 
the forged circular letter head, envelope 
and label of the brewing company which 
were used by the murderer in getting the 
poisoned ‘ale into Dr. Wilson’s hands 
without arousing suspicion. 


First Theory Abandoned. 


How the discovery of this printer, cne 
of thousands in this city, was accom- 
plished so quickly, has not been made 
known. 

The Sc pine who went to work on 
the theor 
sium was sent to Dr. Wilson on account 
of the outcome of an operation, at first 


wealthy and conspicuous socially, on 
whose sister Dr. Wilson is said to 
have operated with fatal results. 

Further investigation led them 
avandon this trail and turn their at- 
tention to the man now under suspi- 
cion, who is also sata to be a man of 
Means. . | 

Man of Mystery. 

Some of Dr. wWilson’s associates de! 
clare they did not know he was a doc- 
tor until they read an account of his 
death in Saturday’s newspapers. Oth- 
ers are ignorant of his antecedents, and 
did not know whence came the income 
which permitted him to maintain a $5000 
automobile and a country plage in Corn- 
wells, Pa., where he kept open house 
for as many as 30 guests at a time. 
None ever questioned where he got his 
money. 

It was about twelve years ago that 
Dr. Wilson moved into the house at 819 
North Seventh street, where he drank 
the murderer’s ale. This house, a typical 
Philadelphia middle-class residence, 
stands in the old German section of the 
city. The neighborhood gossiped over 
the fact that Wilson seemed to have no 
occupation, and finally came to the 
opinion that he didn't have to work for 
av living. 

‘Little Known of Family. 


John Spitz, a well-to-do haberdasher, 
lived next door and for more than four 
years the two families were on the most 
intimate terms, but today Spitz said that 
he had never known that Wilson was a 
physician, 
Besides Spitz, the Roehme brothers, 
Charlem and John, were Wilson's close 
friends. They*are the heads of one of 
the city’s biggest brewing concerns, 
which was left them by their father. 
They are rated as worth $1,000,000 or 
more each. One of the brothers was a 
pallbearer at the doctor’s funeral. But 
as intimate as these men were with 
Wtison, neither of them today could tell 
whence he came or anything about his 
family. 
Wilson's wife’s maiden name was Mc- 
Dougal. Her family lives in Oxford, 
Pa. 
Repeated efforts had been made to see 
Mrs. Wilson. They were fruitless. 
In the 12 years Wilson was living in 
North Seventh street and practicing as 
a physician, he never put out a sign 
for his profession. The reason for this 
became apparent today, when an exam- 
ination of the public records showcd 
that he had never been registered; that 
he never filed a certificate with the 
Board of Health, and that none of the 
standard directories of physicians con- 
tamed his name. There is evidence 
however, that he was trained in medi- 
cine and surgery. This was obtained 
from druggists who have compounded 
his prescriptions. 

If Wilson hung no regular sign of 
his profession on his house, it still 
bore a mark which was evidently made 
known to his patients before they called. 
Residents in the block, who passed to 
and fro for years missed it, but it 
was there for those who knew where 
to look—a small brass plate around the 
knob of the bel! pull; and?on it are the 
words, “Branch Medical.” 

Was He Withelm Walfsohn?f 

An old German woman, Mrs. Bernard 
Birlan, now lives in the house former- 
ly occupied by John Spitz. In keeping 


Birilan had her bit of.mystery to add 
when she was asked what she knew 
about Dr. Wilson. 

““He was a fine German gentleman,” 
she said. ‘‘My, but he could speak fine 


1German. I used to talk to him over the 


fence. One day. he told me that his 

real name Was not Wilson but Wilhelm

NEW YORK, July 1.—The glittering 
glory of Saratoga in former years will 
be sadly tarnished this summer. In- 
stead of the regular 22-day race meeting 
at the Spa, the thoroughbreds will be 
there for only 11 days. 

The Executive Committee of the Sara- 
toga association has decided to hold a 
meeting of half the duration of other 
years and to declare off all of the stakes 
which closed for nominations in May. 
In their place events will be substituted 
which will carry the old names, but 
which will be shorn of much of their 
former values. 

For instance, the Saratoga Handicap, 
for which $10,000 was added last year, 
will have only $1600 added this season. 
The Merchants’ and Citizens’ Stakes 
will have only $1500 added, the Catskill 
Stakes, $1000 added, and the Beverwyck 
Steeplechase $1200 added. These events 
will close for nominations next week. 

It will be seen by the list of stakes 
and the added money that visiting 
horsemen will have to race for a nnan- 
cial crumb, Instead of ‘the usual full 
dinner pail. The loss to them will 
arhount to at least $80,000. The associa- 
tion has tendered them a sop of comfort 
in the announcement that some of the 
rich events—the Hopeful, Alabama Spin- 
away, United States Hotel Stakes and 
the Grand Union Hotel Stakes—will still 
be raced for with much of their money 
values. : 

The Saratoga Special, a subscription 
race to which twenty or more turfmen 
have subscribed $1000 each, will be the 
richest event of the meeting.

The question of law enters into the ease of 
the Bt. Louls Light Trust in miore ways. than 


| most people imagine. 


It has been shown that the S of the 
monopoly is to diseriminate in rates. It has 
humerous schedules with neo pretense to uni- 
formity. Many coneumers are grossly over- 
charged. Others, applying for service under sim- 
ilar conditions, pay only nominal rates. 

In this capricious and -tyrannous policy, the ex- 
istence of which has been fully established in 
these columns, it is plain enough that law has 


been violated. No new legislation is needed and. 


no public service commission is necessary to 
establish 'the fact that the cha of corpora- 
tions operating under franchices granted by the 
people must be regsonable and uniform. 

Thie being truc, there is another point poas- 
segsing even greater interest. If tt be unlaw- 
ful for a publto acrvice corporation toe charge 
one man four or five times as much as an- 
other man served under similar conditions 
paye there need be no doubt that the consum- 
er overcharged has not only a remedy at law 
for the future, but he can reoover by civil 
action the moneys unjustly exacted from -him 
in the past. | 

There are thousands of consumerer in St. Louis 
who know that they ‘have been wronged in this 
fashion, and who, by reference to their receipted 
bills, can learn approximately the amount of 
money now due them and collectible at law trom 
the trust. 


As has been said in this place before, no in- 


dividual right should be permitted to sleep when, 


a contest with monopoly ts on. No public instru- 
mentality should be neglected, but on the citizen 
himself must finally rest the responsibility of as- 
serting and defending his own privileges under 
the lav-. . 

Suits brought by a combination of plundered 
consumers for a refund of the money extorted 
from them by a discriminating monopoly would 
have a wholesome effect in many ways. They 
would disclose the law on the subject; they would 
give an impressive warning to the arrogant and 
the greedy, and they weuld strongly supplement 
the labors of the Public Service Commission soo 1 
to be appointed. 





The Chicago branch of 8t. Lotiis’ National Pros- 
perity League ought to be a lively one. Chicago 
resembles an avalanche in that it is all one way.

EQUALITY BEFORE THE BAR. 

Justice Pollard vindicated the fine principle of 
equal rights in his court when he discharged the 
74 men who*had been arrested In “lid” clubs on 
Sunday. Judge Pollard pronounced their arrests 
unwarranted. ; 

To his serene vision a poor man’s club appears 
just as good as a rich man’s club, with the sante 
rights to be “wet” any day in the week; but his 
clear and philosophic eye looks even past the fic- 
tions and formé and distinctions of clubs to the 
substantial and basic equality of individuals. 

Equality before the bar is what it amounts to, 
whether the bar be that of justice or of juleps, 
and that is the principle to which a democratic 
society must perforce adhere. It fs inherent ‘n 
the nature of things that what one man may do 
another may do—in any event he will do it. 

To be law, a rule of conduct must be uniform 
and exist for all. It’ must not diseriminate in its 
operation or its effects. To be sure, one class can- 
not arbitrarily regulate the personal cohduct of 
another class. Law is the will of the great ma- 
jority, and in the ultimate it must depend upon 
common consent. 

The so-called Sunday “law” in St. Louis at 
present is a sorry object lesson to the devotees 
of sumptuary regulation. 

If the institutions planted by Diaz are well root- 
ed, the country may bear the shock of hfs death 
without a convulsion.

10,618 PERSONS KILLED IN 
RAILWAY ACCIDENTS IN 1907 





HAT the accident record of American railroads, even though there is 

T popularly included in it much that does not belong there, is appalling, 

no one will deny, certainly not the officials whose duty it is to operate 

these railroads and to whom the fearful cost of life makes its daily and hourly 

appeal. The latest official figures—widely published on the authority of the In- 

terstate Commerce Commission—are familiar, but none the less astonishing. 

They show that 10,618 persons were killed and 97,70 injured during the last year

NE of the most striking features 
of a visit to the battlefield of 
Waterloo today is the immuta- 

bHity of the entire scene in which one 
of the greatest battles of history took 


place, says Robert Howard Russell in 
the Metropolitan Magazine. Nearly 
one hundred years have passed since 
the memorable day of June 18, 1815, and 
yet the entire scene of the battle re- 
mains practically unchanged and un- 
touched, and the very buildings around 
which the tide of battle surged 
fiercest, save for the necessary restura- 
tions of the damage they sustained in 
the conflict, remain exactly as they 
were, nor has any encroachment of 
building or progress marred the historic 
field. 

The battlefield of Waterloo is an open, 
undulating stretch of good farming land. 
m the day of the battle the greater 
part of it was covered with crops of 
rye, wheat, barley and oats and the 
same crops are still grown there each 
season. The field is intersected by two 
highroads branching at Mont Saint- 
Jean, the one on the right leading to 
Nivelles, while that on the left, which 
lay in the center of both armies, led 
south to Genappe, Charleroi and Namur. 
Upon the crest of the ridge which 
formed the first of the allied pocitions, 
& cross-road runs east and west. This 


the Lion of Waterloo stands, ran 
through a cut in the crest some 12 to 4 
feet deep, and it was this point that 
was known after the battle as “The 
Hollow Road.” Some 50 yards to the

"CHAW” EXPERT

Veteran Able Seaman Has 
Used Big Quantity of Plug 
Tobacco in 25 Years. 








NOW ENGAGED IN TEST 


His Word Will Determine 
Who Will Get Contract 
for 100,000 Pounds. 





By Leased Wire from the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, July 1.—In the course of 
2 years’ service as a pretty able sea- 
man in the United States navy, old 
Paddy Coyle has consumed exactly 
eleven and nine-elevenths times’ his own 

weight in chewing tobacco. ; 

Save for one man, Curley Bruce, who 
is now on the battleship Leuisiana with 
the big fleet on the other side of the 
continent, Paddy Coyle is regarded as 
the greatest living authority on chewin’ 
terbacker. It is all a matter of opinion, 
of course, some experts holding with 
Curley, some standing by Paddy. 

Coyle has masticated his way patient- 
ly and systematically, always seeking 
to improve the brand, from the Bering 
Strait to Cape Horn, from the Golden 
‘Gate to the Straits Settlements, from 
Zanzibar to Finland. He is an amiable 
and generous soul, who has dug down 
into hig ‘‘baccy kic-. and provided 
chews for brown Kanakas, Lascar roust- 
abouts, yellow Chinese junkmen and 
Malay pearl fishers in proas off the 
coast of Berneo. He has tumbied into 
furieus seas and ceme up calmly chew- 
ing his quid. When the Spaniards were 
trying to pot Dewey in Manila Bay, old 
Paddy, who fired the Petrel, had- a 
toothful of tobacce while he worked his 
gun. 

“He is the original of the oid song 
about the old sailor who was cunning 
as a fox and always had tobacco in 
his old tobacco box. A stout plug of 
the blackest, with not too much mo- 
lasses to spoil it for the pipe, is the 
real staff of life to Patrick Coyle. 

In 2% years he has sampled Nigger 
Head, Honey Dew, Long Cut, Short Cut, 
Ladies’ Twist, Shoestring, Bull’s Eye, 
Kite Foot, Alligator’s Nose, Nigger 
Heel, Irish Blackguard and Thick 
Joint, together with some 38 varieties 
of unticketed and untagged wage ge 
tobacco. 

When the navy gets ready ‘to buy’ a 
few thousand pounds of tobacco for 
chewing purposes, the navy puts the 
tremendously important question of se- 
lecting the right brand up to Paddy. 

Chief Pay Inspector Jewett sends a 
couple of pounds of the sample tobacco 
over to Paddy, who makes no comment, 
but begins’ to chew. Nobody says 
much about it, and you would not 
have any idea, merety looking at Pad- 
dy, that the fate of an order of 100,000 
pounds rested with him. Mr. Coyle 
chews and chews. 

After a week or ten days he is ready 
with an opinion that is simply the last 
word on the subject. 

Coyle has started in to test a pound 
sample from a lot of 100,000 pounds that 
the navy intends to buy. He is to be 
found all day on the port side of the 
receiving ship Hancock, in cempany 
with Tom Watson and Jack Hughes, the 
old Master-at-Arms, nobody uttering a 
sound, three sets of jaws working up 
and down, with now and then a grind- 
ing sidewise metion, as regularly and 
smoothly as the action of a well-oiled 
turbine engine. 

“Ah, shut your owld face,” put in 
Paddy, modestly. “I ain’t so good as 
I oncet was, not be a lot I afn’t. I call 
to mind now, I t’ink you was there, 
Tawm, when the owld Vandalia was in 
Apia Bay, before th’ big storm that 
twisted us all endways, and a bunch of 
the boys was ollin’ their bearin’s in a 
honkytonk much pathronized by the na- 
tives. 

“J @isremimber what the row was 
about, but a six-foot son of the divvle 
started to cast a knife at Billy Mas- 
terse—he’s dead and gone, now,, is Billy— 
from clean across the dirty bar. I ups 
and let him have a squirt of tobacco 
juice 25 feet, first in one eye an’ thin in 
the other. He lets a most awful screech 
and his knife goes clatterin’ to the flure. 
We was on him before he got the fire 
out of his lamps. 

“For the matter o° that, there ain’t 
nuthin’ th’ same in th’ navy no more. 
It’s all machinery and byes what cry 
for their soda wather. Chawing good, 
honest terbacker has gone out o’ fash- 
ion, an’ you don’t see none but the old 
boys eatin’ their quids these days. Ma- 
chinery and sody wather!- 

“‘An’ cigarettes,” added Tawm Hughes 
disgustedly. 

“An’ cigarettes,” agreed old Paddy. 
“From th’ officers to the kids fresh 
from Kalamazoo, it's cigarettes; no 
more goed, honest chawin’ terbacker.’’

|CRAMER KILLS 


GRADE CROSSING 
BILL IN COUNCIL 


Cannot Now Revive Measure 
Dealing With Railroads on 
Tower Grove Avenue. 





NEGOTIATIONS ARE OFF 





Missouri Pacific Official Says 
His Company ls Dis- 
couraged, 





Every bridge over which the Council 
might retrace its legislative steps in an 
attempt te revive the bill abolishing 
Tower Grove grade crossing has been 
burned by Councilman Cramer. After 
the bill failed of engrossment by a vote 
of 5 to 3,%Cramer moved a reconsidera- 
tion of the vote, and appended to his 
motion another to table it. The b-.i 
was then ordered returned to the Board 
of Public Improvements. 

The vote by which that was accom- 
plished was also reconsidered, and the 
motion to reconsider laid on the table. 

Col. James M. Seibert, representing the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad, told a re- 
porter for the Post-Dispatch that the de- 
feat of, the bill will discourage his com- 
pany from any further negotiations with 
the city. 

Agreement Killed, 

*““‘We have been two years considering 
plans for the abolition of the grade 
crossing,’’ said Col. Seibert, ‘‘and the 
bill which the Council killed represented 
the agreement between the railroads and 
the city. We would have made further 
concessions in respect to increasing the 
width of Tower Grove avenue for the 
distance of its depression, and the de- 
crease of the grades, but we cannot un- 
dertake to lower the level of our tracks 
from Chouteau avenue to King’s high- 


way as the opponents of the bill de-' 


mand. 

“All waivers of damage and all under. 
standings between the city and the rail- 
roads and other property owners ter- 
minate with the defeat of the bill. So 
far as the railroads are concerned, it is 
wholly unlikely that there will be any 
further attempts to separate the grades 
at Tower Grove.” 


Provisions of the Bill. 

The bill contemplated the depression 
of Tower Grove avenue from Hunt ave- 
nue to Blaine avenue, and the abandon- 
donment of Old Manchester road from 
a point north of the Missouri Pacific 
tracks to thé projection of Blaine ave- 
nue. 

The Civic League was requested to 
make an expert investigation of the 
crossing and recommend plans for its 
adolition. The report submitted by the 
League’s engineers, Robert Moore, A. P. 
Greensfelder and Julius Pitsman, was 
practically an approval of the scheme 
outlined by the Board of Public Im- 
prevements in the bill. 


Engineers’ Suggestions. 

The only suggestion on the part of 
the League’s experts were that Tower 
Grove avenue should be 80 feet, instead 
of 60 feet wide for the entire distance 
of its depression; that the piers support- 
ing the railroads should be removed: 
that a better clearance be assured and 
that the grades at each end of the sub- 
way be considerably lessened. 

This report was read to the Council 
just before the vote on the bill Tues- 
day, but failed to change the attitude 
of Cramer and his allies.“ Councilman 
Hauschulte, a member of the Real Es- 
tate Exchange, was the only Democrat 
who voted with Cramer.
